Dear  Coworker: 

SECRETARY  BENSON  AT  OUR  ANNUAL  EXTENSION  CONFERENCE 


Words  of  wisdom  and  encouragCTient  were  spoken  to  members  of  the  Federal  Ex- 
tension staff  by  Secretary  Ezra  Taft  Benson  on  January  5,  1955.  Secretary 
Benson  discussed  the  challenge  of  "Teamwork  - A Golden  Rule".  He  reviewed 
first  the  challenge  given  to  the  Federal  Extension  Service  under  the  jointly 
developed  proposed  revision  of  the  1914  Memorandum  of  Understanding  between 
the  Department  and  the  State  Colleges,  This  includes: 


"(l)  Responsibility  for  administering  the  Smith-Lever  Actj 

(2)  Primary  responsibility  for  the  leadership  in  all  educa- 

tional programs  of  the  Department  except  the  Graduate 
School; 

(3) ,  Responsibility  for  coordination  of  all  educational 

phases  of  other  programs  of  the  Department  except 
the  Graduate  School;  and 

(4)  Act  as  liaison  between  the  Department  and  the  colleges 

on  all  matters  relating  to  Extension  work  and  related 
educational  activities . " 

After  citing  and  reviewing  challenges  to  Extension  to  aid  in  closing  the 
gap  between  research  and  adoption  of  practices  through  the  "Farm  and  Home 
Unit  Approach"  the  Secretary  gave  special  words  of  encouragement  for  Exten- 
sion work  with  youth  as  follows: 


"Perhaps  our  greatest  challenge  is  with  youth,  and  the 
results  can  be  most  rewarding.  Much  of  our  farm 
progress  today  is  being  made  by  farm  people  who 
had  the  benefit  of  your  4-H  and  other  farm  youth 
programs.  It  was  difficult  enough  to  get  started 
in  farming  when  you  and  I were  among  the  teenagers. 
It  is  far  more  difficult  today  when  so  much  cash 
investment,  technical  skill,  and  management  ability 
are  required."

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SUM'^Y  OF  Z.-H  WEEK  INFORMATION  ACTIVITIES 

Those  of  you  who  answered  our  request  for  county  write-ups  on  1954  activi- 
ties to  call  attention  to  4-H  Club  Week,  helped  immensely.  But  you  sent 
in  so  much  good  material  that  you  made  the  selection  job  hard.  It  wasn’t 
easy  to  decide  what  to  include  and  what  to  omit,  and  whether  to  take  excerpts 
from  many  county  summaries  or  to  include  all  of  only  a few. 

We  finally  decided  to  pass  along  a collection  of  several  complete  4-H  Week 
programs  - from  planning  through  carrying  out  - because  we  felt  these  would 
give  you  the  complete  picture  of  many  activities  in  relation  to  each  other 
and  could  easily  be  adapted  for  your  purposes. 

In  choosing,  we  took  two  representative  summaries  from  each  of  the  four 
regions.  Copies  of  these  "Examples  of  Effective  County  Information  Programs 
for  National  4-H  Club  Week"  are  attached  with  this  issue  of  IDEAS  for  all 
State  and  Assistant  State  Leaders. 

If  time  had  permitted,  we  would  have  made  excerpts  from  the  other  fine 
summaries  to  add  to  this  collection.  But  since  this  was  impossible,  we’ll 
have  many  more  uses  for  the  remaining  material,  and  sooner  or  later  you  will 
be  receiving  more  good  suggestions  from  it  in  some  form. 


EARLY  PLANS  FOR  NATIONAL  CAMP 

The  1955  event  will  be  suitably  observed  as  the  Twenty-fifth  Anniversary 
Camp.  It  has  been  held  annually  since  1927,  except  for  the  brief  interlude 
during  the  war  years. 

Tentative  plans,  developed  and  approved  at  the  November  meeting  of  the  Sub- 
committee on  4-H  Club  Work,  are  to  prominently  feature  former  Campers,  in 
three  ways: 

1.  Feature  former  campers  as  program  participants  and  resource 
persons, 

2.  Invite  former  campers  and  their  families  to  be  special 
guests  at  one  or  more  special  camp  programs.  This 
will  require  your  cooperation  in  finding  current 
addresses  of  former  campers  in  your  State.  It  is 
recognized  that  probably  only  a-.;  small  proportion 

of  these  people  could  come  to  Washington  foi  a re- 
union of  this  type,  but  a special  invitation  would 
still  be  a recognition  of  them. 

Very  shortly,  a list  of  all  former  campers  will  be  sent  to  you. 

3.  Use  the  anniversary  theme  for  announcement,  program,  souvenirs, 
exhibits  and  information  releases. 
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For  the  leaders*  program  a major  feature,  started  first  in  1954>  will  be 
important  discussion  of  4-H  program  plans,  problems,  and  ideas  by  the  Devel- 
opment Committees  of  the  Extension  Subcommittee  on  4-H  Club  Work.  Nine  of 
these  committees  have  requested  authorization  for  meetings  during  National 
Camp,  Retiring  Chairman,  Burton  Hutton  and  1955  Chairman,  Leon  Clayton, 
are  working  hard  on  clearance  and  approval.  They  will  soon  announce  the  firm 
list  of  Development  Committee  meetings  approved  for  1955  National  4-H  Camp, 
but  the  tentative  list  of  eight  approvals  includes:  Citizenship,  Clothing, 

Health,  Forestry,  Home  Management,  National  Events,  Soil  and  Water  Conserva- 
tion, Uniforms  and  Supplies. 

States  will  wish  to  consider  this  proposed  list  of  development  committee  meet- 
ings when  choosing  staff  members  to  attend  National  Camp  this  year.  It  is 
the  Subcommittee’s  hope  and  recommendation  that  whenever  possible,  arrange- 
ment be  made  for  the  regular  committee  members  to  attend  but,  of  course, 
alternates  will  be  welcomed  where  this  is  not  possible.

MISSISSIPPI  SURVEY 


Attitudes  of  rural  school  children  toward  several  food  production  and  canning 
activities  were  recently  studied  by  the  Mississippi  Experiment  Station.  4-H 
Club  members  and  nonmembers  were  included  in  the  study.  It  is  interesting 
to  note  that  the  young  people  who  performed  an  activity  were  usually  favorable 
toward  it.  Little  difference  occurred  in  attitudes  of  4-H  Club  members  and 
non-members  toward  popular  activities,  but  the  members  were  more  favorable 
toward  less  popular  activities. 

A quote  from  the  summary  of  this  study  has  significance  for  the  future  planning 
of  4-H  food  projects. 

"This  study  points  to  the  importance  of  parents  and  educators  seeking 
ways  and  means  of  providing  fun  and  interest  in  connection  with  these 
production  activities.  It  also  points  to  the  need  for  minimizing  as 
much  as  possible  hard  and  unpleasant  features  in  such  activities. 

This  study  shows  the  importance  of  rural  boys  and  girls  being  given 
opportunities  for  performing  tasks  to  which  they  are  unaccustomed, 
those  involving  the  learning  of  new  skills  as  well  as  those  ordi- 
narily considered  suitable  for  children  of  their  particular  age  and 
sex.  It  shows  the  role  of  the  4-H  Club  in  generating  more  favorable 
attitudes  for  less  popular  production  activities,”

CONNECTICUT  - An  Anniversary 

Few  States  can  report  a continuous  4-H  activity  comparable  to  the  30th  Annual 
4-H  Home  Egg  Laying  Contest,  The  program  has  been  conducted  annually  since 
1924.  In  that  year,  the  average  production  was  156  eggs  per  bird.  A gradual 
increase  to  a new  high  in  ' 54,  has  led  to  an  average  of  233  eggs  per  hen, 
demonstrating  that  4-H  poultry  club  members  in  the  State  are  "making  their 
best  better." 

IDAHO  - Boy  Scouts  named  as  Friend-of-4-H 

At  the  district  recognition  banquet,  the  Cache  Valley  Council,  Boy  Scouts 
of  America,  v/as  named  to  receive  the  1954  Friendship  Award  plaque.  The 
Franklin  County  4-H  Club  Committee,  who  made  the  nomination,  cited  examples 
of  cooperative  efforts  and  active  friendship  over  a long  period  of  years. 

INDIANA  - Committee  Recognition 
Nutrition  Helps

They 
felt  10-year  members  should  be  recognized  with  something  that  would  have 
real  significance.  They  asked  older  4-H  Club  members  in  various  parts  of  the 
State  what  they  would  prefer  '.  The  "award  developed  is  a gold  key,  an  outline 
of  the  State,  and  a green  4-leaf  clover,  mounted  in  a gold  necklace  for  girls 
and  on  a tie  chain  for  boys.
